Ute reason 
for Ikto opeslo ie to pexmlt for the Inclusion of * literary auppl spent., 
which earnestly appears estly on a monthly baelo, in each weakly edition* The 
popularity of tki* literary portion ie each that it enhances the circulation 
of the ABCAKBISTA-1 publication to an seen greater extant. the absence of 
any other litarary publications la the Byelorussian language, which plays aa 
importan t role in the popularity of the AgC APBl STA»l publication, has already 
ban explained la the afore ment ioned reference. 

2. Is addition to the aforementioned considerations, the ABQ80R KDCAQK 
subsidy has wined unchanged since the inception of the AE<$JGR KffiBAQS subsidy 
project la 1952. Rising prices, here la denary so well as elsewhere, hove 
ala© affected the printing costs as well as the salary payments pads under 

the project. Although almost ever y member of the AfiGA$QBXSTA-l editorial staff 
(now formed into sa editorial collegian) receive their salaries frea other 
sources, the present ABQGOR subsidy does sot pernit the project to hire a 
fbIHtn editor, which has been the intention of the ASGAKBISTA-1 organisation 
for several years, cor to psy honoraria* fees to outsids pert-tlxe contributors. 
(HOTS* The present editor Is only a figurehead and editor 1a naasj he has no 
responsibility for the editorial polio lea end is basically an administrative 
assistant.) As best as can be ascertained et the present tine, primarily 
Judging by tho reaction of other emigre newspapers to it, the ASGAKBISTA-1 
publication has gained stature and recognition la the eyes of the entire 
emigration over the past years. Further, as best as we have been able to 
ascertain, the publication has regaged In no undesirable polemics or inter- 
necine battles within the emigration j the Journalistic level of the AECAM- 
BISTA-1 publication can be considered to be excellent. 

3. As has here reported to Headquarters over the past several months, 
the AECAKBISTA-1 organisation has node a concerted effort to penetrate the 
Iren Curtain Is order to disseminate the publication to Byelorussian centers 
In Poland. The AECAKBISTA-1 organisation has net with modest success In their 
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effort* in this direction. Coisaeneing from nothing, the ABCAHBISYA-1 organl- 
satlen is now regularly distributing on a weekly basis three copies of tho 
newspaper, excluding the distribution of tbs Byelorussian paaphlet# amt books 
which are printed infrequently by ths organisation, to six different scrapes* 
within Poland. Acquisition of those addresses me achieved in the following 
naaneri Copies of the ABCAKBISTA-1 publication were f orwarded to the e^Ltorial 
offices of the *Biwa®, i Byelorussian newspaper in Poland printed for Byelo- 
russians within the confines of Poland, through whom ether individuals and 
groups evidently were able to attain the address of the ISGIKBlfH publica- 
tion) these individuals sod growpa then revested that the publication be 
f or w a rd e d to then which the ABGAMBI3TA-1 organisation haa done gratiticrasly 
(even tknih the individuals requesting the publication have offered to pay 
the regular subscription price) • (harKi See Attachment A tor a list of those 
currently receiving the publication.) the ABCAKBISTA-l organisation is cur- 
rently engaged in activities to oped this mnhsr of recipient* behind the 
Iron Certain. It has been stgpatel ty ths undersigned ease officer that they 
explore the possibility of developing and utilising a ainilar approach In 
dis tribut ing the publication to ths SCSI. & view of these dgvelapaarrts, the 
ASCAKB33TA-1 organisation is desirous of hiring an additional editor Chose 
a pe d fi e responsibility would be to prepar e tailor-made articles which weald 
appeal to the readers behind the Iren Curtain* Additional odainistrative 
part-tine personnel («e or two) would also need to be hired.
